None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of and a system, wherein at least one 

nozzle positioned at the acceleration duct for spraying. 

The closest cited prior art Asplund and Hayward et al disclose cleaning turbine 

compressor system and method but fails to disclose or suggest at least one nozzle positioned in 

the acceleration duct. The spray nozzles in both the references are positioned outside the 

acceleration duct.
